1 . PROBLEMS WITH EOCUSING SPANISH AYES ON REFORM 

MINISTER OF THE PRESIDENCY OSORIO TOLD AMBASSADOR STABLER 
JULY 22 THAT THE SPANISH GOVERNMENT EACES DIFFICULTY IN TRY- 
ING TO IMPROVE THE ECONOMIC SITUATION SINCE THE MEASURES IT 
SHOULD ADOPT ARE NOT NOW POLITICALLY EEASIBLE. THE AMBAS- 
SADOR WAS ALSO TOLD THAT: 

-PROPOSALS FOR REFORM OF THE LEGISLATURE ARE BEING 
REVIEWED, BUT THERE IS NO SPECIEIC CALENDAR EOR THE 
REEERENDUM AND GENERAL ELECTION. 

-LEGALIZATION OF THE COMMUNIST PARTY CANNOT BE TOLER- 
ATED AT THIS TIME. 
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NON-GOVERNMENT CHRISTIAN DEMOCRATS PRESENT FELT THAT THE 
ATTITUDE OF THE DEMOCRATIC OPPOSITION TOWARD THE SUAREZ 
GOVERNMENT IS POSITIVE BUT EXPRESSED CONCERN THAT THE GOV- 
ERNMENT WILL NOT BE ABLE TO MOVE FAST ENOUGH AND THAT THE 
SENIOR MILITARY ESTABLISHMENT MIGHT IMPEDE THE GOVERNMENT'S

2. TUNISIA SENDS UP A DISCREET FLARE 

AMBASSADOR MULCAHY MET lULY 22 WITH TUNISIAN FOREIGN MIN- 
ISTER CHATTY WHO REPEATED TUNISIA'S DESIRE FOR DISCREET 
INDICATIONS OF US MILITARY AND MORAL SUPPORT IN THE CRISIS 
TUNISIA FORESEES WITH LIBYA. EXAMPLES OF SUCH SUPPORT, 

MIGHT INCLUDE: 

-INCREASED US NAVY VISITS TO TUNISIA IN THE NEXT SEV- 
ERAL WEEKS; 

-MORE FREQUENT INTELLIGENCE LIAISON; 

-UTILIZING THE AIR SEARCH RADAR CAPABILITY OF NAVAL 
VESSELS VISITING TUNISIA; AND 

-AIR RECONNAISSANCE BY US MILITARY AIRCRAFT. 

AMBASSADOR'S COMMENT; THE TUNISIANS FEEL THEY ARE FACING 
THEIR MOST SEVERE EXTERNAL THREAT SINCE INDEPENDENCE AND 
HAVE TURNED TO THE US FOR SUPPORT. A MODEST AND LIMITED 
DEMONSTRATION OF OUR FRIENDSHIP, AS REQUESTED, SHOULD BE 
FEASIBLE. IT IS VITAL, HOWEVER, THAT OUR RESPONSE NOT BE

3. SINO-PORTUGUESE TIES IN THE OFFING? 

AMCONSULATE HONG KONG HAS BEEN TOLD THAT THE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF SINO-PORTUGUESE DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS COULD COME AS EARLY 
AS AUGUST. THE CONSULATE SEES AS FACTORS IN CHINA'S NEW 
RECEPTIVITY TO THE ESTABLISHMENT OF OFFICIAL LINKS; 

-THE DECLINE OE SOVIET INFLUENCE IN PORTUGAL, AS EVI- 
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DENCED BY EANES' ELECTION; 

-LISBON'S APPROVAL OF MEASURES AFFECTING MACAU WHICH 
EVIDENCE CONTINUING PORTUGUESE INTEREST IN ADMINISTER- 
ING THAT ENCLAVE. 

THE ISSUANCE OF AN INVITATION TO A DELEGATION OF PORTUGUESE 
LEADERS SEEMS TO INDICATE THE PRC'S FAVORABLE ASSESSMENT OF

4. ZAMBIA PLANS TO CONERONT SOUTH AERICANS IN UNSC 

ZAMBIAN EOREIGN MINISTER MWAI.E IS IN NEW YORK EXPLORING THE 
POSSIBILITY OP PRESENTING TO THE SECURITY COUNCIL A RESOLU- 
TION CONDEMNING SOUTH AFRICA. USUN REPORTS THAT IN A JULY 
23 MEETING WITH THE BRITISH UN DELEGATION THE ZAMBIANS 
SAID: 


-THEY ARE AWARE OP THE DELICACY OP THE SOUTH APRICAN 
NEGOTIATIONS. 

-IP OPPOSITION TO THE RESOLUTION (YET TO BE WRITTEN) 

DEVELOPS IN THE SC, THEY MAY SETTLE POR DEBATE WITHOUT 
A RESOLUTION. 

-A DRAPT WILL BE SHOWN TO THE APRICAN GROUP JULY 26. 

ACCORDING TO EMBASSY LUSAKA, MWALE HAS STATED HE WANTS TO 
OBTAIN "AN UNRESERVED CONDEMNATION OF SOUTH AFRICA FOR IN- 
HUMAN AND SAVAGE ATTACKS AGAINST THE INNOCENT PEOPLE OP 
ZAMBIA." HOWEVER, USUN SAYS THE ZAMBIANS HAVE NOT YET BEEN 
SO PRECISE IN DESCRIBING THEIR DESIRES. (CONFIDENTIAL)
